The indictments returned by the Cook 
county grand jury already charge that cur- 
ruption attached to four votes—those of 
Browne, Link, White, and Beckemeyer—the 
last three already having confesered. 

This leaves Lorimer only 104 valid votes. 
The confession of two more legislators would 
reduce his untainted vote below the constitu- 
tional majority of 103, and the confession of 
four more would leave him only 100 votes— 
one less than a majority of those present and 
voting. 

At the time of the senatorial election at 
Springfield there was great difference of 
opinion as to whether a constitutional major- 
ity or only a majority of those present was 
requisite to an election. The Hopkins forces 
held that a constitutional majority of those 
present was all that was necessary, while the 
Lorimer crowd held that a constitutional ma- 
jority of 103 was required If Lorimer's view 
is to be accepted. two more conressions are 
all that stand between Lorimer and eviction 
from the senate, 


Majority Never Definitely Fixed. 

The question of the sige of the majority 
required never has been decided finally by 
the senate. In general it has been held that 
a constitutional majority is necessary, and 
this view was the accepted one in Illinois in 
previous senatorial elections. The United 
States statutes provide that “the person 
who receives a majority of all the votes of 
the joint assembly, a majority of all the 
members elected to both houses being present 
and voting, shall be declared duly elected. 

Exactly what the phrase a majority of 
all votes of the joint assembly means has 
been variously interpreted. In one case, that 
of Senators Lapham and Miller of New York 
in 1881, the senate decided that a majority 
of those present and voting, instead of a 
constitutional majority, made the election 
valid. If this view should be accepted by 
— senate in the case of Lorimer, it would 

uire the invalidation of eight of his 108 
votes to make his election void. 

The publicity which the scandal is re- 
ceiving has reached such proportions that 
the members of the semate committee on 
privileges and elections, who.may be called 
upon to judge the legality of Mr. Lorimer’s 
election, have become extremely chary of dis-

Mrs. Mabel Jackman Holds Secret 
Seances in Ruins of Church. 


KEEPS ALL STRANGERS OUT. 


Admits Fear of Police Raid if Her Meet- 
ings Are Discovered. 


Mrs. Mabel A. M. Jackman, ‘‘ hepherdess of 
paradise, and head of the Alpha Spiritualist 
society and the Church of Scientific Christi- 
anity, is holding séances again in the ruins 
of the old Trinity Methodist Episcopal church 
at 2349 Indiana avenue in violation of the 
law by her own statement. 

In three or four rooms rebuilt in the rear 
of the edifice, which she purchased seven 
years ago for $18,000, and which was to have 
been rebuilt at a cost of $150,000, a remnant 
of the former band gathered last evenifig. 
Regular meetings have been held lately, 
though the participants admit the fear of 
police raids, 

The assemblage included several women, 
ten men, five boys, and several girls, ranging 
in age from 10 to 16 years. 

A reporter for Tue TRIsUNR followed one 
of the cult into the rear of the old church, and 
found himself regarded askance. A shart 
faced man asked if he had attended before, 
and, receiving a negative answer, said: You 
must see Mre. Jackman.” The ‘‘shepherdess”’ 
was found in a small hall which has seats 
around the walls. At the end of the room 
were heavy biack curtains. 


Admits Violation of Ordinance. 
Mrs. Jackman wore a fur cloak éovering & 
gown of dark blue material with military 
collar. She explained that strangers were 


sons she knew and that she could not violate 
the rule in justice to her regular patrons. 

„ am not seeking advertising,” she said, 
“end because of a city ordinance the police 
would raid this place if they knew we were 
holding séances. I am a spirit healer, you 
know, and we have taken so many persons 
from the churches and from physicians’ care 
that they are jealous. Now we are forbidden 
by law to commune with spirits. 

„ We have admitted strangers and it al- 
ways causes trouble and annoyance. Last 
Thursday night there was a young nurse who 
made things ridiculous, so we can't break the 
rule.” 

The reporter took his departure and out- 
side the door found the sharp eyed man, who 
confirmed the dread of the police. 

“Any medium who summons spirits can 
de arrested.“ he explained.

CLARA BARTON TELLS OF TOIL 
ON FORTY BATTLEFIELDS. 


Former President of Red Cross Society 
Repeats Story of Its Foundation and 
Her Work in the Organization. 


The story ‘of the founding of the Red Cross 
lety and of her work in it was told yester- 
ay by its former president, Clara E. Barton, 
to the members. of the First Congregatlonal 
church of Oak Park. 

She said that she had worked on forty bat- 
tletields, and the society had given aid in 
more than twenty-five world catastroplies,

It is not known whether Edward himself fr

give himself a rest. They failed to move 
him, He insisted upon working. got up, 
dressed, and although torn by the severe 
coughing and suffering from his laboring 
lungs he went on. He not only had con- 
versations with his son, but saw public men 
and signed documents. He was then under- 
going a treatment with oxygen, his flagging 
heart being stimulated as much asthe physi- 
cians dared. 

On Thursday. King Edward's condition be- 
came serious. For years he had no reserve of 
energy in vital organs, heart, and lungs. 
His heart performed its functions at full 
strain, and that constituted a great danger 
in the attack of bronchitis. Otherwise he 
was sound physically. On Friday it was 
impossible to dress him, but he sat up in his 
dressing gown. The doctors felt this was 
necessary, because it was only when he was 
sitting that he could breathe. He was con- 
scious during the whole morning and saw 
one visitor, not a member ofthe roya! house- 
hold, Sir Ernest Cassell. 

Details of Last Hours. 


Slowly the details of the king's last hours 
ere reaching the public. 

“There is a divinity which doth hedge a 
King, even when a king is dying, that pre- 
vents the public from learning quickly the 
incidents for some time. His majesty had 
been unconscious, and none of those present 
in the death chamber hoped ever again to 
gee the light of recognition in his eye. 

The queen stood by his majesty’s side with 
her hand placed in that of her husband, and 
nothing could be heard but the solemn voice 
of the archbishop of Canterbury as he read 
a prayer. Then almost in the presence of 
death Edward opened his eyes and with a 
look of recognition gazed at the queen. Once 
again his eyes closed—this time in death. 

Memorial Services in Churches. 

The services in all the churches throughout 
the United Kingdom today had special refer- 
ence to the death of the king. The sermons 
Gealt with the nation’s grief, and the music 
was such as is customary at funeral services. 
Immense crowds attempted to obtain en- 
trance to St. Paul's and Westminster, but 
only a small number were admitted. 

One of the most simple observances took 
place in the chapel royal in Buckingham 
palace, where the royal family, with the 
members of the late king’s household, wor- 
siiiped this morning. Queen Alexandra at- 
tended, and King George, with Princess 
Mary and the three young princes, all wear- 
ing deep mourning, drove over from Marl- 
borough house. Princess Victoria, who hag 
been her mother’s constant companion, also 
was present. 

Queen Alexandra requested that the service 
be brief and simple, knowing that that would 
have been the king’s preference.

Four days ago the last thought in any- 
body’s mind, as men looked into the conflict 
of political life and listened to the strife of 
tongues, was that the central figure of all 
might suddenly be taken from our head,“ 
said the archbishop. ‘“ We had learned to 
count unhesitatingly upon the matured sobri- 
ety of his great judgment, upon his tac:zful 
xperiences, his estimate of men and things, 
upon the ripe and varied knowledge he pos- 
sessed of the state policy in its largest sense, 
upon the unchallenged fairness of his con- 
stitutional attitude amid the cross currents 
of political and social strife.“ 


Tells Qualities of King. 

The archbishop, after enumerating the 
qualities needed by the sovereign of such a 
realm as Great Britain, said: 

** We may now ask whether Wé can see any 
mistakes of sovereignty in these nine busy 
years. If we cannot, dare we, above all on 
this hallowed spot, disconnect that fact from 
all our prayers?’ 

Pastor Russell of the Brooklyn taber- 
nacle. preaching in Albert hall, paid a 
tribute to King Edward. by whose death he 
said Christendom had lost an unobtrusive but 
wise couselor and a power for peace and 
good will among men. He took opportunity 
to express the sympathy which was shared 
by the vast * of his American coun- 
trymen.

She Will Visit Denmark. 

In all probability the queen mother will 
spend a portion of each year in her native 
Denmark. In 19907 she built a summer resi- 
dence on Kiampenborg bay, seven miles from 
Copenhagen, which, during the last two 
summers, she shared with her sister, the 
Dowager Empress of Russia. These sisters 
always have been deeply attached to each 
other, and they probably will spend @ great 
deal more time together in the future. 

Mariborough house was used as the dower 
house in 1837 when it was settled, by an act 
of parliament, on Queen Adelaide, widow of 
William IV., for life. Marlborough house is 
200 years old. It was built by Sir Christo- 
pher Wren. It did not become the property 
of the crown until 1817. 


Once Occupied by Leopold. 

The princess, who died in childbirth at 
Claremont during that year, never lived 
there. It was occupied for several years by 
her husband, Prince Leopold, before he be- 
came king of the Belgians. 

Prince Edward, the heir to the throne, will 
for the present be styled the Duke of Corn- 
wall and Rothesay. Later he will be created 
Prince of Wales. He succeeds to the duchy 
of Cornwall, with a clear income of $400,000 
yearly, which will accumulate until he be- 
comes of age, giving him an independent for- 
tune of $2,500,000.. It was the income from 
this source which enabled the late king to 
purchase his Sandringham estate.

Ireland will ever hold in grateful memory.”

His majesty also has de- 
cided not to attend the projected official din- 
ners, either at Ambassador Hill's or the 
imperial chancellor's residence. 

Col. Roosevelt, his wife, and Miss Ethel on 
their arrival will proceed to the American 
embassy, where they will be Ambassador 
Hill's guests during their stay. After break- 
fasting at the embassy the party will go in 
automobiles to Potsdam, where they will 
meet the kaiser and his family. They will 
May to lunch, which will be of a domestic 
character. 


Will Have Several Talks. 

Mr. Roosevelt will have other opportunities 
for private talks with the kaiser, but these 
Will be matters for subsequent arrangement, 
The kaiser will attend Mr. Roosevelt’s lec- 
ture at the university, as this is a purely 
university function.

Glasgow Preacher Says Few Keep 
Their Character Spotless. 


RICH MEN’S SONS FAILURES. 


College Diploma Is Only Entrunce Card 
to Real Education. 


“A man advanced in years who has kept 
his character clean and his energies un- 
dimmed is the finest sight in the world,“ said 
the Rev. John Hunter of Glasgow, Scotland, 
in an address last night to the Chicago Sun- 
day Evening club in Orchestra hall. 

The millionaire’s son is seldom the man 
his father was, Dr. Hunter went on. He 
has not had the training in self-denial and 
control that made a man of his father. Few 
of them can make any good use of the great 
opportunities they have. Few of them even 
can keep the money they have inherited.” 


Diploma Only Starting Card. 

Modern standards of education were at- 
tacked by Dr. Hunter, who said the college 
graduate who had not learned that his diplo- 
ma is simply his introduction to a life of 
study had missed the purpose of his training. 

“It is this futile and inadequate modern 
idea that a man is educated who simply is 
prepared to undertake one special pursuit 
that is drying up the intellectual life of na- 
tions,“ he said. ‘ Life is inexorable. The 
intellectual struggle is never at an end.“ 

Dr. Hunter charged that moral Mxity 
among the young is condoned by certain 
kinds of popular philosophy. 


Midlife Is the Danger Point. 

In the building up of a moral character,“ 
he said, young men and young women have 
an idea that they may step aside for a period 
from the strait and narrow path and then 
return to the way of rectitude unsmirched 
by their experience. 

The period of greatest moral danger for 
men is that of middle life. Weare startled - 
every day by the sudden breakdown of an 
honorable career. Temptation attacks the 
citadel and it falls in an hour. It looks as if 
self-satisfaction were at the root of these 


catastrophes.”’ >

Few Words in Statute May Bar Prac- 
titioners from State. 


New York, May &—[Special.]—The Chris- 
tian Science publication corhmittee of this 
state, of which Eugene R. Cox is chairman, 
believes that a clause in assembly 
2,200, amending the state medical law which 
passed the assembly on May 5, is designed to 
make the practice of Christian Science by 
the healers of the faith a felony. They say 
the bill. which was introduced by Lafay C. 
Wilkie of Erie, is in effect intended to pro- 
hibit healing. by Christian Science treat” 
ment. 

A statement issued today by Mr. Cox says 
that Assemblyman Wilkie’s bill is harmless’ 
on its face, but that it “containg a joker 
that would be far reaching in its effects.” 
The publication committee also states that 
from the viewpoint of the Christian 
“the impression seems to prevail that the 
bill originated either with certain doctors whd 
are not members of reputable society or else 
with some s0-called religious organizations.” 


See Joker in Small Amendment. 
The amendment in the Wilkie bill which 
the Christian Scientists construe as a menace 
to them is that one which would change the 
wording in the origina) state medical law 
drawn by the county medical society of New 
York and passed by the legislature three 
years ago. This law, designed to prescribe 
the practice of medicine by registered phy- 
siciane only, contains an exception in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“This article shall not be construed to 
affect the practice of the religious tenets of 
any church. 

In the Wilkie bill this exceptidn is changed 
to read: 

“This article shall not be construed to 
affect the practice of circumscision as the re- 
ligious tenet of any church. 

By thus exempting from the operations 
of the law forbidding the practice of medicine 
or of surgery by any except registered phy- 
siclans only those practicing a specific re- 
ligious ceremony, and by abrogating the 
present exception in favor of all religious 
tenets, this bill, if it becomes a law, says the 
protesting committee, will prohibit the prac- 
tice of Christian Science healing and make a 
felony of the act of offering prayer for the 
sick. 


Bill’s Backers Not Known. 

It has been impossible to find just what 
interests are behind this bill, says the 
statement of the publication committee. 
Those who oppoge it do not believe the med- 
ical profession is back of it, for the reason 
that the New York County Medical society 
and other similar societies representing all 
of the most reputable physicians in the state 
not only placed themselves on record as 
favoring the clause exempting the practice 
of the religious tenets of any church, but 
actually urged the legislature to put that 
clause in the present law.” 

The committee states that at the public 
‘hearing on the present state medical law, 
before the joint committee of public health 
in the legislature, Dr. Root of Albany, Dr. 
Van Fleet and Dr. Jacoby of New York, Dre. 
Rogers and Hopkins of Buffalo, and Champe 
S. Andrews, attorney for the New York 
County Medical society, all appeared and 
made speeches in advocacy of the measure. 

Mr. Andrews calied particular attention to 
that clause in the bili which exempted re- 
ligious practices fram its operation and said 
that the state had no right to command 
Christian Scientists to believe there was such 
a thing as disease and treat it in prescribed 
ways when their faith taught them that there 
was no disease.

He attended the 
Public echoole and Notre Dame university, 
which he left to join the Twenty-third Illinois 
Volunteers, known as Mulligan’s brigade.“ 
In four years of active service he won his 
rank of captain, He was seriously wounded 
just before the close of the war. 

On his return to Chicago he engaged in the 
lumber business, and later became a member 
of the board of trade. He organized the 
militia known as the Mulligan guards, and 
served as major in the Second regiment after 
the two were united. He served as com- 
mander of Phil Sheridan post, G. A. R. After 
entering politics he held the offices of super- 
visor of the Sixteenth ward, clerk of the 
North Town, clerk of the Superior court, and 
clerk of the Appellate court. 

He is survived by a widow, one son, John 
J. Healy of Casper, Wyo., and a brother, Col. 
James Healy. Another brother was the late 
Daniel D. Healy. former member of the 
county board. 

Death resulted from gastritis after oniy 
two dale’ illness. 


Capt. Ward a Veteran Also. 

Capt. Ward was born in Canada, July 27, 
1843, and was brought to Chicago in 1849, the 
game year that Healy reached the city. At 
the age of 17 he joined Col. Mulligan’s regi- 
ment and served until it was mustered out 
after the close of the war. 

A few years later he joined the police force 
and was rapidly promoted. He was several 
times mentioned for bravery, especially dur- 
ing the riots of 1877. He was successively 
sergeant, lieutenant, and captain.

New York Man Victim of Bright’s Dis-

I- Robert Liv- 
ingston Cutting, who sailed from here three 
weeks ago, just before his mother, Mrs.

However, when Senator Bailey and 
other Democratic senators have finished ex- 
plaining on the floor of the senate the im- 
portance of publishing campaign expenses 
before election, that view may prevail in that 
body. The bill which our organization origi- 
nally drew six years ago did not contain the 
preélection feature, and the Democrats in 
the house of representatives originated and 
added that idea. We approve of it and think 
it should become a part of the law.“

en D. C., May 8.— Criminal law- 
fers throughout the country are agitated 
over the action of the Supreme court in in- 
augvurating what is designated as a new era 
in the punishment of criminais—that of re- 
quiring punishments to be proportionate to 
the offense.

MAKE PAPER OF CORN STALKS 


Government Experts Study New 
System of Manufacture. 


DECLARE IT IS SUCCESS. 


Believed Product Will Be Available 
| for Commercial Purposes. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]—Ex- 
periments by the federal government in the 
making of high grade paper from corn stalks 
have been completed at the government’s ex- 
perimental plant at Cumberland Millis, near 
Portland. Me. Samples of paper were brought 
to Washington a few days ago and are now 
under test and further investigation In the 
papermaking laboratories of the agricultural 
department. 

The experiments have been so successful 
as to lead experts to declare that cornstalk 
paper rivals that made from wood pulp for 
books, writing purposes, and other uses re- 
quiring a good grade of paper. At the present 
time the manufacture of cornstalk paper is 
too costly to make it available for newspaper 
use. The government experts declare it 
can be manufactured to compete profitably 
with wood pulp paper for other uses, and 
that it gives promise of being more durable 
than the paper now in use. 

A machine invented by George R. Sherwood 
of Oak Park, III., Was constructed for the 
experimental plant near Portiand, and the 
corn experiments will be followed by at- 
tempts to make a commercial product from 
rice straw. Experiments also were made with 
broomcorn, but were in no sense as successful 
as those recently completed with cornstalks, 

The experiments have resulted in state- 
ments by the government experts that corn- 
stalks can be converted into paper on a 
commercial scale, and that they offer a satis- 
factory and immediate substitute for pulp 
wood. The recent action of Canadian prov- 
inces in prohibiting the exportation of pulp 
wood to this country has resulted in close 
observation of the government's experiments 
by the finaricial interests, and the new paper 
is being submitted to close scrutiny and se- 
vere tests.

BANK BILL NEAR AGREEMENT 


Committeemen Getting Together 
on Postal Savings. 


PLAN A BIG RESERVE FUND. 


|} Eastern Members Suggest 30 to 40 


Per Cent of Deposits.

Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Speelal. I The 
Republican members of the house postoffice 


commitee are approaching an agreement on 


the postal savings bank bill. Chairman 
Weeks and Representative Gardner of New 
Jersey, head of the subcommittee, took the 
new proposal to the president yesterday to 
get his opinion of its constitutionality and 
learn whether it met his views. 

The proposal they laid before Mr. Taft con- 
templates the creation of a great reserve 
fund, which sball never be drawn from the 
banks. This ts to de deposited in state and 
national banks in the localities where the 
postal deposits originate, 

For the sake of reaching an agreement the 
eastern members of the committee are will- 
ing that the fund shall constitute a large per- 
centage of the total deposits. From 90 to 34 
per cent is suggested. To go farther than 
that, the eastern members hold, would endan- 
ger the constitutionality of the measure. 

If the reserve were larger, they contend, 
the courts probably would hold that the post- 
al savings bank had become simply a gev- 
ernment agency for collecting money and 
turn it over to the banks; consequently 
it would be unconstitutional, not. coming 
within the borrowing power of the federal 
government. 

With the balance it is proposed that the 
president or the board of trustees should 


have greater discretion than is given in tha 


senate bill. These funds are to be open to 
investment in government securities as fast 
as the board of trustees may deem, prac- 
ticable. This clothes the board of trustees 
with great discretion, and makes it possible 
for the board, if it chooses, to leave nearly all 
the money in the banks. 

If the board took that course the constitu- 
tionality of the bill would not be endangered, 
it ia held, because the fault would rest with 
the degree of good judgment exercised by the 
board and not with the law which clothes R 
with discretion.

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Murder in Sicilian Town 
Given. Little Attention.

IRGENTI, Sicily, Feb 23.—From Sciacca 
to Girgenti is forty miles by stage. By 
the route I have traversed, it is thirty 
miles by stage and one hundred and sixty 
by rail. The latter is longer but safer. 
Every stage leaving Sciacca tonight carries two 
carabiniéri. The day stages north to San Carlo 
and east to Girgenti carry carebinieri. Tode 
route from Sciacca to Castelvetrano, they admit, 
fe wat ae aeafea a2@¢ it might he, hut we ware 
strongly advised against the overland rovte to 
Girgenti. 

I have come to Girgenti, not so much to see 
its renowned temples as to visit two or three 
towns in the vieinity from which there is a large 
American -emigration and because in one of 
them at least, I am told, they think no more of 
killing a man than we do of killing a chicken. 
In the town I have in mind, three murders have 
been committed in a single week. The local 
correspondent of the Palermo paper adds, “ it is 
rather unfortunate,” and hopes that arrests may 
he made. Thus far they have no clew. 

I am in the province of Z3irgenti. It is an 
interesting province, because with the adjacent 
province of Caltanisetta its people are supposed 
to be extremely primitive, in many -piaces stil! 
touch and fierce and wholly untamed. 


Civilization Going Backward. | 
There isn’t as much civilization in either prov- 
ince as there Was twenty-five hundred years ago. 
The slaves of old and the vassals of modern 
times have been freed, but it is freedom to fight 
it out Among themselves and to take their re- 
venge on their masters. Physically, they are 
probably not ag well off, because not as woll 
looked after ao they were in the ancient days. 
The death Of one ot them then meant actual 1088 
of property to some one; „ death now, whetnör 
natural or violent, concerns oniy the immediate 
Zamily. 3 

As I look back over the panorama of the long 
day's tide which began with the stars in Sei- 
mon re Iihave certain impressions which bear di- 
rectly on Sicilian emigration. In the whole jour- 
hey, I have not passed through a single town 
which has not sent many of its: number to the 
United States, not a town which has not many 
representatives in New York City ö 

In every town, population mereases. The 
birth rate is astonishingly high, the death rate 
surprisingly low, when you <onsider the tota: 
lack of sanitation, absence of light and air and 
the crowded houses lining the narrow streets. 
These people are essentially town dwellers. 
They like to get behind thick walls and shut 
themselves in with solid doors Ip the hotels of 
every town I have been struck with the bars 
and bolts and padlocks. often six or eight inches 
ip diameter. |

No Pretense of Heating. 


At this season of the year cold winds are 
likely to prévail. Near sea level snow rarely 
falls; the higher mountains are covered with 
snow. Only in the large hotels in the few tour- 
ist centers is there any pretense of heating the 


houses. Our consul in Palermo wraps himseit’ 


in a shawl and lights a kerosene neater. Local 
trains are slow, the cars of antiquated type, the 
windows rattle, sometimes the glass of the top 
ventilators is broken and first class passengers 
shiver over a foot warmer, too often stone cold. 
The condition of a third class passenger may be 
imagMmed.. Any heat they may have in their 
houses comes from fagots ever which they boil 
their macaroni or cook their beans, or from the 
heat of a nearby mule. The floors of stone or 
tile, often broken, are always cold and, in the 
poorer quarters, generally damp. in many 
houses the floor is of uneven earth. 

The Sicilian has passed out of the primitive 
condition where he is his own bootmaker, weaver, 
tailor, blacksmith, and carpenter. But business 
in the towns is on a small scale. The largest 
store in the modern and prosperous city of Tra- 
pani, with nearly 40,000 inhabitants, does not 
contain a stock of goods equal in value to that 
found in an ordinary Illinois town of 1,000 in- 
habitants. That the average man or woman can- 
not read you may learn from the signs. Hang- 
ing over the door of a single shop I noticed 8 
bottle of wine, a bottle of oil, a cheese, a piece 
of sausage, a can of sardines, a bunch of onions, 
and « head of fennel. They do not paint picturer 
of objects on the doors for signs; they hang up 
specimens of the objecte themselves. 


Talk with an Old Soldier, 


Perhaps the most interesting character I have 
thus far met in Sicily is a grizzled old Gari- 
baldi veteran of 67 years, who drove us to the 
ruins of Selinunte and to Sciacca. He is the 
sort of giant which makes one hesitate to speak 
of Sicilian physique as degenerate, The oid 
man gave me a vivid picture of the depth of 
the poverty and the extent of crime.in the ola 
days. The dependence of the peasants and ordi- 
nary day laborers on their masters ‘is alone 
enough to account for the birth of that pecullar 
kind of crime which disgraces Sicily. For his 
assistance in liberating Sicily from the Bour- 
bons, the old man receives a pension from the 
government of $18 a year. . 

This warrior-cab driver was once well-to-do. 
He owned twenty-eight horses and many stage 
coaches, He held the government ¢ontracteror 
carrying the malle in southwestern Sicily, ite 
thought himself richest in sons, of: whom he 
had eight. They have been his worst enemies. 
One after another they have conspired with cab 
drivers te impoverish him. All he has left or 
value today is his rickety old carriage, two bony

This son has gone 
to Palermo twice with a ticket to New York in 
his pocket, furnished him by his brothers in 
Brooklyn. Each time he returned tg Castel- 
vetrano crying. His father says he is not only a 
liar but a coward. The old man worked seven 
years for the English firm of Woodnouse, wine 
merchants of Marsale These were the best 
vearr of bis life. 


,Land Poor; Carefully-Tilled. 


' Sicily is preémimently an agricultural coun- 
try. Smokestacks are so rare that the town 
which boasts one is marked. Hillsides culti- 
vated, sometimes terraced to their summits; 
show the intensity of the struggle and the 
density of population. But good land is raregy 
found. Much of the country I have seen 10 hilly 
or mountainous. Even on the plateaus and in 
the valleys the land is often poor and either 
stony or with strata of rock so neai the surfact 
as to make it unfit for or difficult of cultivas 
tion. Fe 
In spite of the evidence of the struggle, agri- 
culture is on a low plane in Sicily. Only thé 
possessors of great estates own modern machin- 
ery. The greater part of the wheat and oats is 
sown and cut by hand. Water milis grind much 
of the grain. Plows are as primitive as they 
were in the days of Moses. Horses are not com- 
mon and plowing ts generally done with small 
mules. Rarely does one see a granary. I do 
not remember to have seen a single strawstack. 
I have often seen on the highway mules laden 
with compact’ bundles of straw being carried to 
town to be sold as horse feed. The value of a 
mule load of straw varies from 20 to 30 cents. 
. Keenness of struggle does necessarily make 
for high development in agriculture. Both in 


methods and in average yield to the acre, the 


Sicilians are far behind the head-hunting Malays 
of the Philippine islands and further behind the 
Japanese and Chinese. The latter have per- 
fected jleulture, understanding the use of fer- 
tiliser’, reclamation of arid lands, and rotation 
of crops in a way quite unknown here. In fact, 
in general material culture,*our natives in the 
Philippines appear superior to the average Si- 
cillan. ' 


Some Signs of America. 


I had expected to find more évigence of Ameri- 
can money. It is to be seen in the churches, in 
new houses, and now and then in a celluloid coi- 
lar. Often one finds the word “bar.” In Sel- 
acca is a tavern labeled Hotel New Tork.“

bonds. 

The money thus sent out of China will be 

borrowed at a profit, on the basis that no for- 
eign securities will be purchasable unless 
they yield 5 per cent, and that no future issue 
ot Chinese government bonds shail pay 
more than 4 per cent. 
The financial scale will be adjusted to pre- 
cision by a staff of competent bankers, mostly 
to be placed in the service of China by Amer- 
ican and British banking syndicates. ‘The 
sum. involved, according to governmental 
figures, will be in excese of §1,000,000,000. 
There are many industrial securities in 
America and Europe which the Chinese of- 
elals regard as available for ‘investment. 

Financial experts believe China by proper 
investment can clear between $20,000,000 and 
$40,000,000 a year in interest based upon the 
flotation of the $1,000,000,000. Computation 
shows that the expense to China in maintain- 
ing a staff of experts to supervise this finan- 
cial movement will not exceed 10 per cent of 
the net gains yearly.

THE CONFESSIONS. 

Just a week ago Tun Trisune, having 
published the White narrative with its 
confession and charges and the corrobora- 
ve evidence which had been secured by 
investigators, reprinted the dispatches sent 
out of Pittsburg after the confession of 
Klein. A week ago there was only one 
clean cut bole through the defenses of 
corruption, but Tue Trisunes was con- 
vinced that the break in the dike in III- 
nois would widen, as it did in Pennsyl- 
Yania, and therefore it used the stories 
of Pittsburg rascality for what they were 
worth, prophetically and suggestively.

Already three 
men join in admitting that they were pur- 
chased. We may expect confidently that 
there will be more—if the prosecuting au- 
thorities want more confessions. 

Tue TRIBUNE also has committed itself 
to one other conviction, and its hope is 
mow that even in this respect it will not 
be found the victim of misplaced con- 
fidence. It has expressed its belief in the 
purpose of Senator William Lorimer to 
act with alacrity. It has reposed its faith 
in him.

THE TRAINED MAN FOR CITY WORK 

A few years ago, when the mayor of a 
Gegman city was about to be retired under 
the pension law, the council advertised for 
a successor. “ Candidafes who have passed 
the higher state examinations for the 
higher judicial or administrative career, 
and who have had experience in the ad- 
ministration of a large city, are requested 
to send in their applications.” 

The time is far off when American 
cities will insist on having trained mayors, 
but as regards some minor offices there is 
a gradual, reluctant acceptance of the 


theory that the men who fill them should 


know their business, and that it matters 
nothing where they hail from, so they do 
know it. For instance, Mr. Charles B. 
Ball, after having had training in sanitary 
work in Washington, D. C., and New 
York, was made chief sanitary inspector 
here. Now the mayor of Milwaukee, after 
casting about for a good man, has asked 
him to be health commissioner of ‘that 
city. 

The mayor is a Socialist, but, he did not 
feel bound to offer the place to a em- 
rade.“ He wanted the best man, regard- 


less of politics or locality; He does not 


share the belief which most local poli- 
ticlans seek to foster, that in each com- 
munity there can be found the best quali- 
fied man for any and every office. In 
other words, no jobs should be allowed to 
go out of town. The mayor of Milwan- 
kee may have some social and economic 
theories with which we disagree, but he 
is sound when it comes to guarding the 
public health. If he keeps on as he has 
begun he will be the best mayor Mil- 
waukee has had. 

We are beginning to recognize, through 
costly and sometimes shameful experience, 
the value of trained men in municipal 
work. The expert is slowly coming into 
his own, : 


PREVALENCE OF SUPERSTITION. 

According to the investigations of à pro- 
fessor of psychology, 45 per cent of the 
people he questioned believe in supersti- 
tions of some sort. This is not a new 
revelatio#, and the proportion does not 
seem exaggerated. In every human 
breast, if honest acknowledgment is 
made, will be found fears or beliefs based 
upon apparently irrelevant and inconse- 
quential things, utterly outside the bounds 
of logic or reason. | 

These superstitious beliefs are held by 
men in all stations of life. It is lucky or 
unlucky for them to do this or that. Some 
of these things are hot beyond proof. For 
instance: If you are a legislator and an- 
other legislator invites you into a hotel 
bathroom, it means money; but after you 
get the money, if another man in a dis- 
tant city sends you an Official notice to 
appear before him, it means trouble,

perstitions. 5 


THREE “SQUARES” AND FATHER. 
Many persons will disagree with Mr. 
John Howard Griggs, but we shall not 
attempt to express an opinion on the sub- 
ject which he presented to the Dlinois 
congress of mothers at Rockford, the ques- 
tion of how much it is worth to have 
father at home being so largely one of per- 
sonalities. Mr. Griggs suggested the ad- 
visa bility of cutting down the family eat ;

side. ? 
Theoretically, father should be at home. 
That is, good sound doctrine and, theo- 
rétically, whenever he is not at home when 
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mits that that information was not at 
hand when the present tariff act was pre 
pared, and that as a consequence the rates 
of duty in some cases may be too high.

When this section of the bill 
ig reached in the house some inveterate 
standpatter -will arise and cry out “A 
point of order, Mr. Speaker. This is an 
attempt to tack new legislation on an 
appropriation bill.” If the speaker were 
to sustain the point of order, out would 
go experts and appropriation. 

The speaker knows how the president 
feels about this matter and how anxious 
he is to get the men and the money. He 
also knows how the standpatters loathe 
the idea of accurate knowledge as to the 
cost of production. On whose side will be 
be when the point of order has to be de 
cided? 


THE ROMANCE.OF KARL MAY. 

Of the same stuff of which “ Les Misér- 
ables ” was made is a case which recently 
came to trial in Charlottenburg, Germany, 
where Karl May, a wealthy man who had 
in some ways earned the names of philan- 
thropist and author, sued a well known 
labor leader for libel in that he had de- 
nounced him as an ex-convict. The de 
fendant proved his case. 

The trial developed that Karl May, the 
philanthropist, waa Karl May, the brigand 
whose exploits had kept the Austro-Ger- 
man frontier in terror for years. He de 
veloped criminal instincts while yet in 
school, and for thefts and burglary he 
served a prison sentence. Later he was 
a convict for four years. On his release 
his robberies covered all of southern Sax- 
ony, and he developed great criminal in- 
genuity escaping arrest with wonderful 
luck. 

Gathering about him a band of free 
booters, he esteblished his headquarters 
in the mountains on the Austrian frontier, 
from whence be descended to raid towns, 
railroad trains, and noblemen’s castles. 
Soldiers sent to capture him were unable 
to find his hidden Jair and became lost in 
the fastnesses. Peasants were immune 
from robbery and warned the brigands of 
the soldiers’ approach. . Once, however, 
‘the latter had the band surrounded, but 
May captured a sentry and, donning his 
uniform, passed through the ranks and 
escaped, while his band retired to a cave 
which the military had overlooked. On 
another occasion May and his lieutenant 
were at an inn when two troopers rode 
up to capture them. The robbers jumped 
through the window and rode off on the 
troopers’ horses. 

But the chief’s luck deserted him. He 
was taken and served eight years in pris- 
on. On his release in 1885 he disap- 
peared, and when more than fifteen years 
later several books dealing with social and 
philanthropic subjects appeared with the 
name of Karl May as their author, no one 
thought of him as being the brigand of 
Saxony. These books had a large sale, 
and the author prospered in other ways, 
for he came to he rated as wealthy. He 
headed subscriptions for various charities 
and helped movements to ameliorate the 
condition of the poor. 

The animus of the labor leader in expos- 
ing the former history of the philanthro- 
pist is not told, but his revelations were 
complete. He even proved that May had 


ing some of his adventures as a brigand. 
Trusting that time and his later reputa- 
tion would protect him, May bronght suit 
for libel, and when he lost out he col- 
lapsed and attempted his life. 

Now that the nature of crimfnal impulse 
is being studied scientifically, the case of 
May doubtless will prove an important 
chapter in modern criminology. It may

It was Queen Anne who con- 
ferred the dignity of the earldom of the island 
of Jersey upon her duenna's eldest son.

A curious fight, about which little has been 
heard abroad, has been going on for some 
time between Emperor William and the Prus- 
sian courts, although they are supposed to 
administer justice in his name. 

The Von Stossels belong to the Uradel of 
Silesia, the aristocracy noble from the dawn 
of history. In nowise connected with the 
Russian general of the same name who 
surrendered Port Arthur to the Japanese, 
they bore in ancient times the title of baron. 
The head of the family, in the middle of the 
eighteenth century, Maj. Baron von Stossel, 
fought in the service of Empress Maria 
Theresa during the seven year War, and at 
its close became a citizen of Prussia, owing 
to the fact that the duch of Silesia, in 
which his ancestral estates were situated, 
had become part and parcel of the dominions 
of Frederick the Great. 

In the documents by which he was relieved 
of his Austrian aliegiante and secured 
Prussian naturalization be was officially 
described as baron, and for the following 
130 years his descendants were all recog 
nized as Barons von Stossel. ' 

Through indifference or neglect the late 
Judge von Stossel did not make use of the 
title.of baron, although he was thus desig- 
nated in the patent bearing the signature of 
the emperor as king of Prussia appointing 
him to the bench, 


a 


As long as he lived his son abstained from 
styling himself baron, but in accordance with 
his dying instructions resumed the title at bis 
father’s death. As an offcer holding the 
rank of major in the army his superior of- 
ficers asked for an explanation of this as- 
sumption*of the baronial title, and while 
they were perfectly satisfied with his state- 
ments, they recommended him to have the 
matter set clear by the royal department of 
heraldry so as to avoid trouble, since the 
Prussian government, and especially Em- 
peror William, is exceedingly strict about 
such questions. 

The major accordingly submitted all the 
documents in the case to the départment of 
heraldry, but received noreply. Meanwhile 
he had gone on the retired list, and having 
more time to devote to the matter urged the 
office of heraldry for a definite settlement 
of the question. The office recommended him 
to address a petition to the emperor on the 
subject for a confirmation of the title. This 
petition the emperor declined. 

In the meantime the major had assumed the 
tithe of baron and was suddenly arrested at 
Potsdam and prosecuted by the police for the 
unauthorized use of a title. The court dis- 
missed the case. Thereupon the police car- 
ried the matter to the Court of Appeal, 
which, in a decree dated July 8, 1905, gave 
judgment in favor of the major, declaring 
he bore the title of baron with full right and 
Warrant. On the strength of this judgment 
the major now demanded of the department 
of heraldry a recognition of the title of baron 
for hig sons, but without avail, and when his 
nephew received his commission as lieuten- 
ant the title of baron was omitted therein in 
spite of his protests.

In any discussion of Texas it is necessary 
to point out just what lecality is in mind for 
there are almost all kinds of soil and nearly 
all sorts of climate in this state.

This yield is from the native forests and is 
obtained in spite of the fact that a consider- 
able percentage of the valuable trees have 
been chopped down and burned to get rid of 
them in clearing land. 
The evident adaptability of the soll and 
climate to pecan culture has led to a sys- 
tematic effort to introduce improved varie- 
ties of the cultivated nuts. The trees re- 
quire from seven to ten years to mature, but 
when they reach full size the yield is heavy 
and the farmer has little to do except harvest 
the crop. When fully grown some of the 
native pecans are larger than oaks. The 
crops from such trees are heavy, but it is 
not often that the big trees are of the best 
varieties. 


Cotton has been one of the chief crops of 
Texas, but some of the local authorities 
assert that the state would have advanced 
much more rapidly it it had given this par- 
ticular crop much less attention. It is point- 
ed out that in the earlier days a large per- 
centage of the population came from the 
older southern states and the settlers gave 
most of their attention to the crop with 
which they were most familiar—namels:: cot- 
ton. It was discovered cotton would do well, 
consequently it was planted, often to the 
exclusion of other crops that deserved at- 
tention. 


Boll Weevil Hurts the Crop. 


As was the case in other parts ot the south, 


north from Mexico, caused an agricultural 
upheaval. It crossed the Rio Grande in 
1892 and began its first ravages in the south- 
ernmost of the cotton fields. The weevil 
moved north relentlessly, crossed over into 
Louisiana, and ts now moving east at a slow 
but steady pace. In the open parts of Texas, 
where the farmers have gained experience 
through previous conflicts, the weevil can 
be subdued, but great care must be ex- 
ercised. 

Some of the experte say the cotton crop 
must be rushed to maturity as early as pos- 
sible, others assert that late planting is the 
only way to defeat the weevil, which lives 
only a short time after coming out of its 
winter quarters and must die if it cannot 
find food. It would seem as if the experts 
ought to be able to settle their differences 
by means of a few tests, but they keep on 
disagreeing.

Investigations made by the officers of the 
association disclosed the vital necessity of 
taking action, as it was found that more than 
500,000 persons suffer from industrial acci- 
dents each year in the United States. The 
| economic loss due to this condition of affairs 
is estimated at $250,000,000 annuaHy. At 
least 60 per cent of the accidents is consid- 
ered preventable. 


Plan Investigation in Europe. 


The 3,000 manufacturers composing the 
association are determined to make the action 
of the coming convention the beginning of 
a new era in the United States in the matter 
of safeguarding life and limb of employés 
and equitable compensation for injuries. 
President Kirby will recommend that the 
association send two experts to Europe this 
summer to study the industrial insurance and 
employers’ Habillty laws in England, Ger- 
many, France, and other countries. The 
convention will continue three days, and 
among those who probably will attend are 
Cardinal Gibbons, Speaker Cannon, J. P. 
Morgan, BE. H. Gary, and Secretary Nagel 
of the department of commerce and labor.

the multitudes nor the preaching.” 

All four of the gospels.“ he says, “ agree 
that John declared pub.icly and in strong 
terms his own inferiority to che coming 
Messiah,”’ but the fourth gospel, he asserts, 
put John on record “as being neither the 
Christ, nor Elijah, nor that prophet like unto 
Moses, but only a voice, a * witness" to 
the coming one. 


Was John Also Elijah? 

That John should be represented as deny- 
ing that he was Elijah is particularly notice- 
Able. Mark and Matthew tell us that John 
was the Elijah who was to come as the herald 
of the Messiah, and they gave Jesus as their 
authority. 

* Again, Mark and Luke state that John 
preached his baptism of repentance ‘ unto 
remission of sins.’ If any one thinks that 
Mark and Luke mean that remission was only 
prepared for under John and was to be se- 
cured later through vesus he is bound to show 
that John’s disciples became Christians when 
Jesus appeared. Otherwise, according to this 
view of the writers’ intention, remission of 
sins for John's converts could have no mean- 
ing whatsoever. 

“Did John's disciples thus become Chris- 
ans? Did John recommend them to do 
that? If so, did he himself become the per- 
sonal disciple of Jesus? Indeed, did John 
recognize Jesus as the Messiah at all and did 
he bear testimony thereto? 

Neither Mark nor Luke says that he did. 
Astounding silence under the circumstances. 
John was certainly considered the forerunner 
of Jesus by both these writers, and yet they 
do not mention that he recognized Jesus or 
prociaimed him to be the Messiah. 


Disciples Sent to Inquire, 

Not one of the synoptic gospels tells us 
that John testified publicly to Jesus, while 
two of them, including the oldest, do not even 
say that he recognized him. Quite on the 
contrary, we are told in Luke and, curiously 
enough under the circumstances, in Matthew 
also, that the last thing John did was to send 
disciples of his to Jesus to ask if he were the 
— or whether the Messiah was still to

ay wl the fourth gospel, Dr. Bradley pointe 
out, asserts positively that John publicly de- 
clared Jesus to be the son of God. 

“ Assuming, for the sake of argument, that 
the statement of the fourth gospel is historic.“ 
he proceeds, what was obviously the next 
thing for the Baptist to do? To make his 
testimony good he should have taken his dis- 
ciples, who, indeed, had been waiting for the 
signal ever since their baptism, and should 
have put himself and them at Jesus’ orders 
in the way of persona! discipleship. This he 
did not do. On the contrary, all four gospels 
assume that John went right on with his work 
until Herod stopped him by imprisonment. 


Competes with the Christians. 


More than thet, the same gospel which 
asserts that John testified publicly to Jesus 
te lug also that John carried on a sort of com- 
petition with the disciples of Jesus as to nu- 
merical success in making converts. 

“ And, finally, there is an intimationin two 
of the gospels that John was not cansidered 
by the Christian community as a member of 
the kingdom of God—at any rate, he is said 
to be less than the lesser ones therein. It 
would seem reasonably clear, therefore, that 
John did not join the band of Christian die- 

les. 

“There is no evidence that a single one 
of John's disciples transferred allegiance 
to Jesus or that John recommended them to 
do s0. On the contrary, there is evidence that 
John's disciples remained distinct and inde- 
pendent, and continued to lock for another.’ 
It is found in the facts regarding Apollos. 
and certain others at Ephesus. 

“Although Jesus had been dead about 
twenty years, Apollos was still arguing. 
mightly from the Old Testament scriptures 
that the Messiah was coming. He knew only 
the baptism of John, we are told. If John, 
twenty odd years before, had beHeved that. 
Jesus ‘was the Messiah, and had said so, how 
did it happen that so zealous and intelligent 
a follower of his did not know of it? Apollos, 
surely had not been living in a corner.”

PLENTY OF SHORTCAKE SURE. 


Agricultural. Paper’s Investigation 
Shows Strawberries Suffered Least 
of Any une Fruit. 


City people whe fore foresaw a ecarcity in 
strawberries and a shortage in shortcakes 
are destined to be agreeably surprised. to 
kndw that the supply of this fruit in Ikhnois 
probably will not be materially depleted by 
the recent freeze. 

Investigation made by the Prairie Farmer 
indicates that strawberries have suffered 
the least of any fruit. Even the early blos- 
soming strawberries were protected so the 
freeze at the most only succeeded in shorten- 
ing the crop. Two hundred correspondents 
to the Prairie Farmer indicate the later 
varieties have not been injured. 

Early reports indicated that the apple crop 
in INinols had been destroyed. A careful 
canvass indicates that numerous orchards 
will bear a liberal quantity of apples, even 
if the magnificent promises madeearly in the 
season are not fulfilled. 

Pears, cherries, plums, and peaches have 
not fared well, although somé sections report 
promising crops on high ground, This is par- 
ticularly true according to reports from 
WilHamson county. Others report that the 
peach crop was destroyed in the February 
freeze. 


Louisiana Crop. Damaged. 

New Orleans, La., May 7.— [Special. I Raln 
this morning, the first in sixty days, is 
thought to have come too late to save the 
strawberries and truck produce raised near 
here for the Chicago market. The drought 
has hurt strawberries worse than anything, 
but damage has been caused to asparagus, 
peas, potatoes, squash, and rice.
